In preceding articles in this series Canada’s need of a larger population, 
turn of agricultural prosperity, of world markets for its products, and 
eater employment of Canadian raw materials in home manufactures 
mestic use has been pointed out. and emphasized. As one means of 
fng- about the realization of all these improvements in, our national life, 
ly too great stress cannot be laid upon the question which forms the 
subject matter of this article, namely, cheaper transportation. 

During the war years, and for a time following the Armistice, there was 
steady and rapid advances in rates charged by the railways of the country 
both for the .carriage of passengers and freight. Rates went up by leaps 
and bounds until they far surpassed anything known previous to 1914. No 
doubt advances were inevitable and necessary under the unprecedented con- 
ditions created by the war and the financial and commercial upheavel follow- 
ing those years of destruction. But the culminative effect has been to place 
such a heavy burden upon production and business as to constitute a handi- 
cap under which all industry now languishes. 

The burden of excessively high transportation costs must now be remoy- 
ed as a first and necessary step to a resumption of that activity throughout 
the whole business world which is essential to a return of prosperity and 
plenty of employment for all. 

While war-time high prices for labor and all commodities prevailed, busi- 
ness could carry thé burden of high transportation eharges Two dollars a 
bushel wheat could ‘bear a heavy freight rate and yet leave a profit to the 
farmer, but wheat which realizes a dollar a bushel or less cannot pay the 
fame price as two dollar wheat and still leave a margin of profit to the 
grower. And what is true of wheat is equally true in the case of livestock 
and of all articles of commerce. Yet while the prices of all articles produc- 
ed by the farmer have enormously decreased, there has been practically no 
décrease in the charges he has to pay to get his products to mi arket, nor on 
the necessities of life which he must fuy. 

_. Thé gesult is that the prevailing high transportation. charges are throt- 
tling bus#¥ess and ruining the producers of the country. Inevitably and ulti- 
mately the railways themselves must suffer. If production continues unpro- 
fitable it will cease, or at all events be largely decreased. - Decreased pro- 
duction means less traffic for the railways, and a lowered buying power of | 
the people which Will mean'a smaller. consumption of the products of the} 
factories, and a general reduction in. business and traflic all round.

Fruit And Vegetables... 
Prepared By A New 
Method Of Evaporation' 


The New York Independent recently 
published an account of what is call- 
ed a “Pocket Garden” taken to the 
Arctic seas. ‘When the MacMillan 


chattels a short time ago and depart- 
ed for Baffin Land and the Frozen 
North on a voyage of scientifie explor- 

ation, it carried along the first fresh 
fruits and vegetables ever to pene- 

trate to that barren country,” says 
The Independent... “Fresh spinach 
and green corn, new rhubarb in the 
stalk for rhubarb pies, and raw cab- 
bage for salad were included. Can 
you imagine the scene? A midsum- 
mer dinner in the midst of icelocked 
fields and a group of fur-wrapped Es- 
quimaux to wonder and comment on 
the strange delicacies of the white 
man’s table! Fresh food, months af- 
ter it has been pulled from the gar- 
den and eaten still fresh in a land 
where no vegetation of any sort is 
found! How. is it accomplished? 
Every bit of it has been wrapped up 
simply in paper bags and stowed away 
with no greater precautions than the 
blankets or other luggage. Yet suf- 
ficient food has been carried along in 
this form to last each member of the 
party five months.” : 


According to The Independent, this 
“Pocket Garden”. was made possible 
by a new process’ of dehydration, 
which gets rid of the water in fruits 
and vegetables without déstroying the 
original flavor, so that by placing 
them in water for a few hours, they 
are restored to a condition of fresh- 


py idee on a large scale in factor- 

ies, but for use on farms and in 

homes, so-that the housewife, wbottier 
on the farm or in the town, can quick- 

‘fy and economically preserve fruits 
and vegetables for winter use. 

Dehydrated fruit or evaporated 
fruit as it used to be called, has not 

_ been, received very favorably. by the 
public in the past, because processes 
were imperfect and the resulting pro- 
ducts unsatisfactary. Recent discov- 
eries by experts and the latestsresult- 
ing apparatus have now removed all 
objections, and demonstrations have 
been given at which those in attend- 
ance were unable to distinguish be- 
tween dishes prepared from the fresh 
and from the dehydrated and restored 
materials. f 

If a domestic dehydrator capable of 
dispelling the water from “fruits and 
vegetables without destroying the flay- 
or could be manufactured in Canada 
and sold at a price to bring it within 
the reach of every housekeeper, it 
would considerably reduce the cost -of 

~ living both by eliminating waste and 

by reducing the cost of preserving 
fruits and vegetables in the house- 
hold. . It would save the cost of glass 
jars and other necessities of old-fas- 
hionéd canning. " Dehydrated fruits 
can be safely kept:in cardboard boxes 
such as are used for cereal foods or 
even in ordinary paper bags. How- 
ever, any housekeeper who has glass 

_ jars and wishes to use them for the 
purpose of storing dehydrated food 
can put a much greater quantity of 

* faod in a jar than was possible when 
preserving food by old- falonae can- 
ning methods. 

According to a table prepared by 
Prof. Caldwell, Horticultural Investi- 
gation Branch, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Washington, D.C., hundred-pound

’ The experiments of the Department | . 


of Agriculture have established be- 
yond doubt the value of the pit silo. 
Two of these have ‘been in operation, 
one at Athabasca and the other at 
Olds. The silage obtained in these is 
equal in quality to that obtained from 
more expensive silos. Steers’ have been 
fed from the silo at Athabasca for 
some time. ; 
The Departmentof Agriculture has 
recently received an interesting letter 
from a farmer in Southern Alberta, 
telling of his success with the pit silo, 
The letter is reproduced herewith.

Developing Grain of Wheat’ 


In One Year a Single Grain Produced 
322,000 

An experiment to show the fecun- 
dity of a grain of wheat has just been 
concluded at the, Official School of Ag- 
riculture at Vallodolid, Spain, with the 
result that one grain produced in a 
year 322,000 grains. ; 

At the end of July 190 grains were 
sown separately. At the end of Sep- 


itember the grains had developed an 


average of 12 shoots each. These 
were cut and_transplanted and by the 
end of October each cutting furnished 
an average of eight shoots, which pro- 
duced sixty-five ears each, and each 
ear gave an.average of fifty grains. 

' A simple multiplication sum shows 
that each of the original grains plant- 
ed reproduced itself 12 by 8 to 65 by 
50, making a total of 322,000 grains,

Tans of Huskies 


One of the chief innovations at the 
Chateau Frontenac, Quebec, in con- 
nection with the winter sports »ro- 
gramme is the introduction of a husky 
dog team. 
uine anima! « representative visited 
the North Country to select dog's 
éuitable for this purpose. Previous 
to the journey telegrams were sent 
to all important fur-posts, north of 
the Great Lakes, but owing to the 
unusual conditions prevailing during 
the fall Of 1921, little success was 
met with. A variety of replies were 
received — one Hudson’s Bay Post 
sent word that owing to the lateness 
of the “freeze up,” and poor travel: 
ling conditions, Indian trappers were 
still far in the interior with, their 
dogs, and were not expected out till 
the New Year. Another .factor re- 
plied that strange sickness, the 
symptoms of which resembled dis- 
as affecting most of the 
dogs in his vicinity, and that he 
would not advise their purchase. An- 
other wired that fish was so scarce, 
dogs, were extremely thin and. wick- 
ed, and weaker members had been 


‘sacrificed -to provide food for the 


larger and more_useful dogs. The 
value of husky dogs in the Canadian 
northern expanse is very high and 
prices reach surprising proportions 
in the fall when each man sets out 
to secure a string for his winter's 
work. ‘Due to the heavy expense 
incurred in equipping and maintain- 
ing a team, the purse for the race 
has been rfised this year to attract 
the most exacting trailers. -Last 


year pups were selling for $200 for 


a string of five, whilst animals fully 
grown and trained brought from $75 
to $100 each. 

The husky dog has been a valu- 


able servant to the men of the Can-’ 


adian North, and his part in North- 
ern ‘lovelopment has been no small

-The district north and west of 
Nipigon promised success in secur- 
ing huskies, as just before Christ- 
mas the Indians bring’ their fall 
catch into the posts, where they 
trade them for fresh supy ics, beads 
firearms, and other articles which 
they nray. require. The representa 
tive of the Chateau on arrival found 
some 15 to 20 dog teams, but they 
were a motley assortment, only a 
few running true to type. 

Teams were constantly coming 
and going, and: finally with a turst 
of speed, a fast young 
proached the Hudson’s Bay Post, and 
at the command of “Ho”, from the 
{Indian musher suddenly slowed up 
and came to a stop. The leader wis 
a particularly young brown wolf- 
animal, arid was named “Nipmaing- 
hen,” which translated means “Nipi 
gon Wolf,” and after various tests 
was selected as one of the proposed 
team. ‘Finally the other four were 
purchased, as they proved to be one 
of the fastest teams in that pert of 
the country. Exceptional care ws3s 
exercised in the selection as they 
were to be used in the vicinity of 
the’ Chateau Frontenac, at Quebec. 
and naturally. were bound to be 
handled and petted to a certain ex 
tent by ‘thesguests and spectators 
Not. having been trained toseiher 
considerable trouble was experienced 
at’ first. The Indian who assisted in 
vreaking them in said, “Takeaway 
che ‘harness’ and let ‘them mate 
friends,” No sooner was this done 
than a regular pandemo! Hum ensued 
followed by @ grwrnous rough and 
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so. fust were they that the [ndiina 
chatlenged a number of the other 
teams around to a series of ra‘es,
